A JUROR S STATEMENT 


As a student I made my way and my existence working in some of 
the craft arts, designing textiles and designing, carving, chasing, etc. 
metals and ivory and horn jewelry and tableware. When I turned to 
painting and then to sculpture I felt that the work I did in applied arts 
quite probably made me much more aware of the difference between 
fine art and craft art than I would have been without it and aware of 
just where craft art adds the important ingredient, human experience, 
which causes the resulting creation to be fine art. 

I enjoy craft art but I see no reason for accepting it as fine art. And 
whether craftsmanship is displayed in the carving and polishing of a 
beautiful stone or in the welding and soldering of a metal construction, 
the fashion in which the work is conceived in no way changes its status. 
We have just as much academic art (sterile and art by recipe) in the 
ultra modern fashions as we have in the superficial objective production 
using recognizable form as their models. 

There are too many people working under the false notion that the 
fashion in which a sculpture or painting is worked determines its value 
as art. In truth, the execution of a work is only as important as its 
capacity to enhance and increase the aesthetic content of that work, to 
express more completely the projected content of its art. 

To be different for the sake of being different is not a worthy aim. 
With this in mind I cannot believe that an interesting pattern or an 
interesting texture is an adequate end in itself. Rather, they are only 
parts of a whole; they should be considered a means rather than an end 
and only this degree of success in helping to project the vital expression 
of human experience decides their value. 

As a sculptor, I am constantly being concerned and disturbed by 
the amorphous quality of so many of the paintings I see. This seems to 




be the other extreme where very little craftsmanship is used instead of 
only craftsmanship. One might say that the dependence is on formless¬ 
ness rather than on form. I wonder whether lasting and understandable 
work can be so indifferent to the quality of draftsmanship. Can it ever 
appeal to more than an esoteric few? 

While there is some work being done in the field of sculpture, which 
also has a tendency to be amorphous, it is a small amount and as nothing 
compared with the number of constructions which are just design and 
pattern, and texture. They have decorative qualities and so are suc¬ 
cessful as “interior decoration.” To me much of this invention should 
more properly be considered in the field of applied arts rather than as 
fine art, since I receive no emotional return whatever from them. 

They meet my eyes rather than me through my eyes. Fine art ap¬ 
peals to the inner man and too many people working in the arts fail to 
realize that fact.
